Ottawa, April 8. — Tho first annual re- 
port of General Herlioi t on tbc condition of 
tlie militia of Canada, presented to Parlia- 
ment, says tliat it contains the organised 
elemenls of a strong national force, Tlio 
men are powerful in physique, intelligent, 
and eager to learn, bat the organization dc- 
purtmeiit is horribly defective. Ho sug- 
gests radical reforrna, as the city corps 
should organize on tliu same plan as the 
volunteers of England, and the rural corps, 
!iVo the militia, ITo advocates the gradual 
abolition of tho .Snyder- I'ailield rilles, iiiid 
the substitulion of tlio Martini ■ Henry, 
The infantry shows the greatest iii- 
fbriority. The artillery is ell'cctive 
hut its material is very delieient. The field 
battery is armed with excellent guns, but 
there is no reserve— not a spare gun wheel 
nearer than Woolwich. Tlic Dominion does 
not possess a single modern gun. Of tho 
armament of tho Imperial Government a 
large portion ciuinot be mounted, and part 
cannot bo lired. Those at Victoria, loaned 
by tho Imperial Govenunent, are not at 
present lit for service. General Herliert 
proposed to prepare a scheme of defence for 
Canada, an offer which the Government ac- 
cepted. Work will be commenced without 
delay. It will include the protootioii of a 
land frontier of 1,000 mileSand certain Pa- 
cilic Coast points, incIcij^ingEsquimalt, 

In the House, this afternoon, the Opposi- 
tion charged that A. M. Bnrf^ess, Deputy 
Minister of the Interior^ bad an interest in 
a mine at Keewatin. ^Iv. Dewdney said 
there was no silver mine in Keewatin, ana, 
tlioroforc, it was not possible Burgess could 
have an interest in it. 

In Supply the Militia estimates wore con- 
sidered. 

Col. IVior nuiintaiued that tho Martini 
Henri rille was best suited to tliu volunteers 
of Canada. It was a scrvicealde wcaijon, 
and a good rille on the range. It would be 
injudicious on the part of the Governineut 
to supply tlie force with a magazine rille, 
and rather tlian do that they had belter 
apend the money on drill. 

In tha evening tlie discussion on the 
Militia organization was resumed. Mr. 
C..ni))bell hlylcd tlie Militia force a niiae'-- 
ablo failure and a disgrace in every particu- 
lar to Canada, judging' I'v the statements 
in General Herbert's rei ■ i. 

Col. Denison defended the force from 
these aspersions and incurred tlie wrath of 
Mr. Soinerville, who read what purported 
to lie adidavita from Slater and others, 
charging Col. Denison and his brother with 
u lr,.iiiuilent use of jniblic moneys in con- 
neotiou with the Governor-Geuerul's Body 
Guard, 

Mr, Somorvillo said the originals were in 
tho possession of Toronto lawyers. 

Col, Denison replied, stating that Slater 
was a drunken individual, and had been 
expelled from his regiment and _ imprisoned 
for refusing to deliver his accoutrements. 
An enquTy had been held b^ the Militia 
Department, which bad found Slater's 
charges lo be groundless. 

Sir Adolph ( !aron corroborated this stnte- 
meni, and .Mr. Soinerville finding himself 
in a hole attempted to escape by saying Im 
did not mean to make any personal charge 
inst Col. Denison. T'his did not, how- 
r, save him from merited censure all 
round, li iually the militia item was passed. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Uowatt's Salary to be Increased— JTonument 
to Sir John jiacilonald-Spleudld C. P. It. 
R, Report. 

Toronto, April 8,— Among the items in 

tiie supplementary estimates presented to 
lA'gisIative Assenildy, yesterday, is one 
to increase tho salary of Hon.Oliwr Mowatt 
by S2,000, making it §7,000. 

Tho Dominion Government will appeal to 
I lie Supreme Court from the ilccisioii of tho 
Court of Ajipeal, holding that the Ontario 
Covenimunl has the |■i^llt to pardon (iir..'iul- 
ers coiivi.;led under its own acts. 

The bill to incorporate the Ontario Ship 
Railway, with power to construct a ship 
railroad from Luke Ontario to Georgian Bay 
has received its third reading in the legisla- 
ture. 

At the request of Lord Lorne, Onslow 
Ford, perhaps the most endiieiit l'',iiglisli 
sculptor, has promised gratiiituously to fur- 
nish deiiigiis for a monument to be erected 
in Toronto to the memory of the late Sir 
John Mucdonald. 

The Governnieul's bill restricting the sale 
of tobacco to minors has passed ^its third 
reading in the Lcgisial ore. 

'Iho Empire's Montreal correspondent 
says he learns that tho report to bo present- 
ed at the annual meeting of tho C. R R. R. 
Co. next month, will be by far the most 
favorable ill the history of the road. Re 
adds that one of the most important fea- 
tures of tho company's transections, during 
tlio last three months, has been tho tre- 
mendous jump in land sales both in Miiiii- 
toba and the Northwest. President Van 
Iforne believes that if the present unprece- 
dented deiiu:ud for land continues tho com- 
pany will have 110 more land to sell OOSt of 
Moose .Jaw in two years.

The Supreme 
Grand Lodge of the A. O. U. W. aims not 
at the concentration of power, but i'l dis- 
tributing it as f.ir as it possibly can among 
all countries. The order is the best and 
biggest in America, and every year we are 
paying out a sum of .?.">, (JUO, 000. Ncixt 
Tuesday I hope to see our new Grand I„)ilge 
started with u swing, as no doubt it will be. 
We shall see, after this tirst three yours' 
assessment a very large increase in member- 
ship."

The Coun- 
cil also decided to .send two delegates to 
fully explain the Chinese question on the 
Pacific Coast to the people of Manitoba, 
Ontario, (^Uiebec and the Maritime pr(A iiices. 

Tliu Ojt.ncil also decided to re([uest the 
Victoria Hoard of Aldermen to pass a by- 
law compelling the tramway comp.uiy to 
employ two men on each car, conductor and 
niotorneer, where this is not at present 
done.

1. Needs of deep draft vessels crossing 
tho Pacific to Vancouver harbor. 

•J. Needs of the northern trade between 
Victoria, (>ueen Charlotte Islands, Port 
Simpson and Alaska. 

:i. The locr.l needs of tho ports of Vic- 
toria, New Westminster, Vancouver and 
Nanaimo. Special reports have been ma<le 
by the t'hicf Engineer on all these points, 
and, as a result of his visit, important ini- 
jirovetncnts are being gradually carried out 
iu the system of lighting, establishing fog 
alarms, jilacing buoys and beacons, and 
other aids to navigation. 

In regard to new lights and fog alarms, 
descriptions are given of the lighthouse on 
Yellow Jslaud and Carnianah Point, the 
latter of which cstablislmients cost ,'?:iO,000. 
The Pin Rook buoy is spoken of as render- 
ing good service. The following is a list 
of proposed improvements : 

Lights and fog alarms at Turn Point and 
Patos Island. 

In tho Fruser River— A bell buoy outside 
tho Sand Heads; a new beacnn near Point 
Gray; piles to indicate the channel for light 
draught steamers iu tho North Fork, iron 
can buoys, etc. 

- A large stone beacon, lit with incandes- 
cent lights, at Brotchy Ledge. 
A stone beacon on Kelp Reefs. 
A steam fog alarm at Active Pass. 
A dioptric apparatus with a red seotar to 
cover Gabriola Reef. 

Lights on two of tiie platform buoys in 
Nanaimo Harbor. 

Important repairs have been made at 
Race Rocks, and the whole of the interior 
of the fog alunu building has been fitted to 
receive the new boilers. 

The tramway at Cape Beale, leading to 
the lighthouse, has been repaired and 
partly rebuilt. 

Delects, at tho expense of tho contractor, 
have been remedied at tho station at Yellow 
Island and at Point Atkinson. 

Stops from the lauding to tho lighthouse 
have been rebuilt. 

At the Sand Heads, two additional 
dolphins have been driven to the iron base 
of the building, to prevent ice and logs 
striking it. There have also been minor 
rejiairs at tho station. 

The Sand Head.s, Frascr river buoys, are 
kept in position by the snag boat Sampson. 

The reef oil' the east coast of Saturna 
Island has been markeil by an iron, black, 
conical buoy, moored iu 12 fathoms. 

Spar buoys have been moored ofT tho 
I'o. ihwcac part of Sydney Island in Sydney 
Cliannel. 

A red spar buoy has been placed on the 
ed;,e of the bank oil' the Vancouver Coal 
Co.'s soatbernmost shed in Nanaimo harbor, 
ond the beacon on Beacon Rock having 
been carried away, tho rook is now markeil 
l)y a platform buoy, similar to the others iu 
that harbor. 

In Northern waters, buoys have been es- 
tabMshed off the mouth of Nimpkish River, 
Alert Bay; oil" Ledge Point, in the same 
waters; on Doll Patch, iu Seafnrth Channel; 
at the entrance to Kcslall Inlet, in Tort 
Ivisington, Skeena river; on tho soulh- 
easrern exticniity ot Ti'gu'cll Island Reef; 
small spar buoys (.'!) in .MMlahkahtlah Hay; 
a rv.d spar on Hodgson Reefs; a middle 
ground spar on Sparrowhawk Rock. Chat- 
ham Sound; and a red spar at the entrance 
to SUicb.'gate Inlet.

An official complaint has been made to 
tho Attorney-general's department of wbat 
is alleged to have been a high handed piece 
of business ou tho part of tho city police, of 
Victoria, in arresting and sending back to 
Seattle, a man against whom there was no 
complaint made here. The circumstances 
as stated to a CoLOKTST reporter, last even- 
ing, are as follows : — About two weeks ago ' 
a :nan named Geo. W'ado, who was under 
the sentence of tho American courts, and 
incarcerated at McNeill's Island, escaped 
from prison and came to Victoria, where 
he was seen about tho city ami recognized. 
It is alleged — with how much truth is not 
stated, — ^tliat the fugitive was taken in 
charge shortly afterwards by a Victoria, 
policeman, and was told that if ho. 
did not consent to go quietly back to 
•Seattle he would be prosecuted hero. 
The advice, or suggestion, or threat, as tho 
case may be, was accepted by the man, who 
left on the steamer for Seattle and was ar- 
rested immediately on arrival there, the 
American otlicers having been warned by a 
despatch from here. 

The complaint now made is that tho Vic- 
toria officers had no grounds whatever for 
nrerfering in any way with the case ; that 
they had no warrant or authority for so 
doing, and that they simply practiced a 
gross ileception on the fugitive in hope of 
being rewarded by tho American Govern- 
ment or American authorities for so doinc 
These, it is considered, aro sufficiently seri- 
ous charges to warrant an enquiry being 
made into the facts of the matter.

Speedi of Hon. Ur. Bphsoa In Defence of the 
Iilauor License Regaliitlon BUI. 

In tho resiune of the debate on Mr. 
Nason's bill to amend tho Liquor License 
Ucgulatioa Bill of last session, the name of 
Hon Mr. Boavon was by mistake given 
instead of that of Hon. Mr. Robson. 

When Hon. Mr. Kobson rose to speak, ho 
received undivided attention, as it was well 
understood that he felt a deep interest in 
tho question. Ho expressed his regret that 
his colleague (Mr. Niupn) should have 
thought it necessary to introduee such a 
measure, but it was some satisfaction to 
hoar that lion, member admitting that ho 
felt in a false position, and that he was 
iicting contrary to his own convictions. 
The provisions of the act now upon tho 
statute books for the closing during tho 
Sabbath of places licensed to sell 
intoxicating drinks had onl^ been 
in operation a littlo over three 
iiionllis, and it seemed to him most 
unfair and unwise to amend or repeal it un- 
til it had a fair trial of, ut least, a year. 
He would just as soon see the .-Vet icpcaled 
altogether, as see it mutilated in the man- 
ner proposed. In fact, it was a slur upon 
the church-going ))art of tho community to 
say that these places sliould be closcil dur- 
ing church hours and opened the rest of the 
ilay, — as thougli people who went to church 
would spend tlic rest of the day in saloons. 
Under tlie operations of the Act, an im- 
mense iniproveinent was visible in Victoria, 
as, indeed, iu all the other coninumit iea aa 
far as ho liad been able to learn. Ho felt 
conlident that no one could walk the streets 
of Victoria during tho Sabbath with- 
out being struck and gratitied with the 
change, and it would be a most lamentably 
retrogressive step to pass the hill now bo- 
fore the House. Indeed, he was salislied 
that a majority of those engaged in the 
11(1 uor trade were well content with the law 
as it stood. They recjuired, aud enjoyed, u 
Sabbath as well as anybody else, aud it was 
surely enough for them to be engaged in a 
doubtful business during six days of the 
week. He had no intention of occupying 
tho time of the House at any length, as the 
subject was one which had been sufficiently 
discussed and was well understood by every 
honorable member ; but there was one lino 
of argument to which he would briefly ad- 
vert. Ho had taken the trouble to obtain 
returns from tho clerk of tho Police Court of 
this city, which showed that the numbar 
of "drunks " dealt with by that court on 
Monday morning, had fallen from .'id before 
tho Sunday Closing Act came into ojiera- 
tion, to i:5 since — a most gratifying result, 
surely. It appeared from the report of the 
Superintcudent of Police, for last year, that 
over 80 per cent of the prisoners in our 
gaols owed their presence there to intoxicat- 
ing drinks. .Surely such facta aa these 
could not fail to appeal to the heart of every 
honorable luember — to every right thinking 
person. He was dealing with this import- 
ant question altogether apart from the 
higher religious standpoint. Tho beneficent 
Creator had decreed that one day in oevon 
should bo a Sabbath, a day of rest for man 
and beast, and experience and investigation 
had proved the wisdom and beneticence of 
the arrangement, and he appealed to every 
honorable member to vote against the bill 
and thus do his part towards maintaining 
tho sancity of the Sabbath, and promoting 
tho beat interests of his race. (.-Ipplause).

The evidence upon which tho above verdict 
^viiB based, is Kiven in full : 

GeorKc iVIoisant, swoni, deposed' 1 am a 
■wood-cutler by trade, and h'o from house to 
house with a wood-aaH-iuK "inchlno. On Thurs- 
day afternoon I was worliine on the cast side 
of DouKlas street, between Pembroko and 
I'rincesd avenue. This was about 4 o'clock, I 
was atteiuliiiK to the uiachino, and the street- 
car was coining down tho hill behind mo. I 
did not see or hear the car. but the man who 
was working with me called out: "Look out 
for those litllo boys on the track." 1 turriud 
tqulckly and tried lo grab bolli, but missed the 
one. The oarstnicR him and ran over him. It 
WB8 the trout of Ihe c ir knocked him UOWD, 
and ho was then carried under i be ear, and iho 
wheels went over him. Ho rolled out between 
tho front and rear trucks. Tho head was all 
crushed In; death must have boon instantane- 
ous. I did not know tho boy's name; I should 
jiulgo him to bo about I) or 7 years old. Tho 
car. at the tlino, was KoiiiB at pretty good 
speed— il went on for forty or fifty leel. or 
more, after striking tlie buy. Both tlio boys 1 
tried to Krab were walcbiiiK my macliine at 
work. It was so close lo the track that they 
had no room to liet away on that aiile. 

To tho Foreii an: 1 don't know whether the 
car stopped at the crosainfj above, or not: 1 
didn't notice. , , . 

Ro-oxamined: I didn't be .r li.'icar bell rins; 
tho machine was makinj; iota of noise; if the 
child had had lots of time and !iad run In the 
opposito way from tho machino, he could have 
Koi away. 

Lai Chof, tho Chinese hniporoni'/loyed by tho 
Aral witness, havjuK boon p-.-.m-ii -ji tho Knt;li3h 
manner, said: 1 work with Hrj VNOod sawing 
machine, and on Thursday afternoon was pick 
inj; up tlie wood. I saw tho two litiloboysat 
the side of tho track; the one had a little slick 
and was knockini; the wheel of tho machioe 
this was tlio little boy that is dead; I was 
hurryiiiB up with a load of wood, when I saw 
tho ear comin« and called out; the last witness 
caught up one of tho boys and got him out of 
tho road; tho othor boy ran from him across 
tho track; the maohino man tried to savo him, 
too, but he couldn't catch him: tho car struck 
the boy and ran over him; I saw him dead, lils 
head was all broken. 

llrs. Charloito JInry Paulino, residing at 41 
icing's road : Was a passenger on tho car which 
ran over Ihe lltUo boy. Could not toll at what 
speed tho car w-iis run, or whether tho boll w-ns 
ringing or not. Thu ear stopped nt the Leland 
House rorner, tho next corner above where the 
accident occurred: 1 did not see tlie boy until 
ho was struck; it did not seem to me that the 
car was running f.ist; it seemed rather iho 
revorse; tho motorneer may have rung the 
boll; I took no notice. 

Tho sUilemonL of Arthur Charles Pugaloy, 
the motorneer, la: I am a motorneer cm 
ployed by the National Electric Trannvay Com 
pany, and had charge of tho car which ran 
over the boy, yesterdar. \V e stopped boforo 
wo g^t to the Leland House; at Princess 
avenue we put brakes on hard and came down 
tho grade at a rate of about llvo miles an hour; 
I saw two boys on 1 ho east side of the track: J 
could see them nil tho way from I'riiK 
avenue; 1 rang the bell and .-ilioiited to them as 
well, but they paid no atloui ion; I rovorsod tl 
car but It was then too I '.le; it is about Cm) yards 
from Princess avenue to the scene of tho aec 
aenl; the conductor was looking out from tl: 
rear of tho ear, and also saw the boys 
beside tho track. I could not pick tho child up; 
the man in cliarco of the sawing machine tried 
to snatch him, but failed. 1 saw- nothing more 
of the boy until wo felt a slight shock. Wo 
generally go up tho Krade at about V2 miles an 
hour, and down, with brakes on, at nspeed of 
flvo or six miles. I havo been acting aa motor- 
neer for about seven weeks, having been under 
trainiiig for live weeks before taking a car. 1 
am paid S^ii per nionlli. When 1 first say the 
children they were a yard clear of llio track : 
nothing would have occurred if the man had 
not interfered with them. This little follow 
iuniped back from the wood sawyer w hen he 
'went to ce'ch him. I have examined the car 
and found hlo> d on tlic rear pilot lioard 
of the front truck, and the rear whecirt and 
pilot board are also splashed wil h blood. From 
tho look of the ciir it would appear that tho 
boy fell botwesn the fore and the rear wheels. 
I am 23 years of ago. 

To tho foreman: Tho brakes are not sufll- 
clently powerful to stop tho cur Instantane- 
ously- no brake would. With a speed of about 
live miles an hour, a car would stop in about 
aior HO yards. 1 am strong enough to manage 
the car. 'I'lu; brake was in perfect working 
order. We have instnietioin nut to run 
at any " octraordinary sliced." If 1 had 
been coming down at M miles an 
hour, and put on the bi-akcs, the car wou!.! 
have run thirty yards or so lu lore coiiiiii:„- ma 
BtaiiUBlill. 1 was not running anything like 
ton miles an hour, as I eaw the children by the 
track and 1 had a vague idea tiioy would got 
in front of the oar. It is about threo miles 
from tho Fountain to tho Outer Wharf. (This lo 
the foreman). 

Chief Sheppard : What's tho use of asking 
sueli a (|Uesii()n n» that / 

Jlr. lludge : Ho should know tho length of 
his run, . , ,, , , 

Chief .Siieppard (to witness) : You don t 
know- lunv far it is from the Jfountain to tho 
Outer Wharf ( 

Witness: I should think about throe miles. 

Chii f Sheppard : Well, it's not three miles; 
il'a not two mlie.s, or near It. It's not more 
than a mile and ihrcc-iiuartcrs. I've w-alked it 
iota of limes. 

Witness (continuing) : 1 don't know the exact 
distance. Wo have twenty iiiinulea Lo run il 
in. Including stonpaKOS. (Tho dlsUnco was 
.sqlisciiuently aunouucod to be two and.one 
cigliili iiiileal. 

Holaird ilavi", a school boy, 11 years of age, 
told his Hloiy as foll'jws : I live on Pembroke 
Btrci-i, arn 'i'lunsi'.av ufiernoon I was standing 
byihi- ^aw ng iiiarhiiK; wi; li this lillloboy, 
w-ho vviiH kill.-d. I Ihiiik ho v.-as C years old. 
The liillr fclUiw was pliiying lag with aiiolher 
little fellow-, and tho iiiolorneer on the car 
came down I isl. The other follow slung 
a rock ut this little fellow that's dead, and ho 
%vent to dodge tho rock and slipped and fell on 
tho track. The boy that throw tho rock was 
Albert Karl, liefore the rock was thrown the 
little boy was nut far enough away from the 
ear li> e-i-a|io it . 1 was on ilie sivlew-alk '.valcli- 
iiig Ihe i-ar; 111.! bi-ll wai not ringing; the mo- 
torneer was looking aroi.nd to tho conductor. 
The Chinaman hud juat taken a piece of wood 
away and the machine wasn't sa\viuK at tho 
limo. 

William C. Snyder, a teamster, said that he 
was driving north and mot the oar going south 

just about whero the accident occurred. Tlioro 
were two or three boys standing watching the 
s iw-iiig machine, and I he man in eliaige tried 
to catch tliciu to gel them out of the car's way. 
I ine of the lillle fciiow-d slipped on the track 
and the wIhm-Is wi'iit over him. Tho car was 
going pretty fast, with the bell ringing. It 
must havo liei ii going si.x miles an hour; it 
might have been going ton. 

Comlucior Lineham, who was In charge of 
the car, coi roborntcd tho.motoriioor'B story, ond 
In conclusion said: " Wo have bcon very much 
troubled with the boys at that corner. Tho 
same boy that was killed had been at the corner 
lopeateoly tot sovoral days, throwing atones at 
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tho cars as tlioy pa^.'od. W'o made no com- 
plaints to tho parents ; wo hadn't time to." 

Uobert Hatcher, who was called simply to 
identifj- tho remains, was almost iinahle to 
apeak for his omotlon. With not unmanly 
learshesaid: " \ es, he was my little boy; ho- 
was llvo years and thrco months old the very 
day he was killed. 1 recognize tho body by tho 
clothing. It la my child; all that is loft of him. 
I have often warned lilin to koop away from 
thu track. Ho useil to bo In the habit of play- 
ing around that corner; bull never know lilm 
to throw a stone nt one of tho cars. 1 don't be- 
lieve he over did; I believe tho conductor was 
knowlnply lying when ho said hn did. 1 cnn't 
help it ![ it isn't proper to sny it here; I helievo 
it's tho truth and I must say it. Aftur tho no- 
cidont yesterday tho cars cnmo down tho hill 
just ns easy and carefully as could be; 1 nover 
saw thoin do it befoio. Thoy often rush down 
at a speed of 20 miles, and iio boU ringing 
ell her," , , 

Itobert Jlenagh, sunortntondont of tho Tram- 
wav Co., deposed to tho brake being a good ono 
and in perfect order, and added " on the very 
next trip after iho nccidont 1 heard siy tho 
motorncor had to stop about tho same place un- 
till another child was removed from tho track." 

It seems evident that in many plnccs about 
tho city parents are lo blamofor iiliowing their 
childron to play about tho tracks, but it also 
Bcems to bo the general opinion that tho speed 
of tho tram cars is considerably in oxooas of a 
rato consistent -with publio safety,

Sir Mattliew Begbie Hears a Novel 
Case in Uonuty 
Court 



;iTba Chief Justice was engaged, yesterday, in 
tho County Court, and disposed of a good deal 
of the business set down. Tbo afternoon was ' 
taken up by tho hearing of the suit of th» ' 
Wlnnipogr Jowelry Co. and W, T. Doll, against 
IClrschberg and Landsborg, to recover $103.57' 
for goods supplied and dollTernd. The defence 
was that tho goods wore not as ordered— that 
watchOB bought, as of M karat gold, wore brass, 
and that ringa sold as 18 karat gold wore not ns 
ruproscnted. Jlr. Thornton Fell appeared for 
plainliU's, and Mr. S. Perry Mllh) for de- 
fendants. 

Tho chief w-ltnesa for tho prosecution w-as W. 
T. Doll, whoso ovidonco created (i Kood deal of 
aurpriso and arauaomont. Heteslillcd that tho 
defendants had been supplied with the goods 
as ordered, and aoverai CKhiliits wore handed 
in. A string of gold rings, marked 18 K., was 
the source of some strange revelations. Tho- 
witness was asked If tho rings woro, as stamped,, 
of 18 karat. Ho replied in the negative, and 
explained that the dofendnnts, in ordering tho 
goods, requested that thoy should he so marked, 
'i'he ringa wore about seven or eight, karat in 
reality. A watch was produced, which tho 
defendants olulmcd tlioy had bought as gold 
and had paid $2U for, wnioh sBToral witnesses 
declared to be a very low grade of gold, if gold 
at all. 

His Lordship asked how it was that those, 
goods wore marked 18 K., when iu reality thoy 
were not na represented. 

Tho witness replied that this was the custom 
of Hie trade. There was no deception in tho 
matter, ns the defendants well know what thoy 
were purchasing, and oKpreasly ordered that; 
they bo marked as of a higher karatago than 
thoy really were. 

Ilia Lordship : But doea not that acorn a 
fraud on tho part of somebody 'f You mighft 
ns w-ell call oleomnrgerine "butter," or sand 
"sugar," as to say that these rings are 18 karat 
gold. 

Mr. Mills : That is what wo fay. My client 
bought those goods as eolid 18 karat gold, and 
sold thoin na such; but thoy turned out to bo 
solid brasa. 

A letter was read, purporting to bo^.from de- 
fendants, asking plaintlfTs to forward some 
gold stem-winding watches, at from 97.fi0 to $9. 

and ono engraved 14k watch, to be marked 
18k. A Hk gold watch of tho class forwarded 
would be w orth ?tO. 

The dotendanl Kii-fchborg swore that he 
ordered tho rings as 18k, tho plaintiff offering 
to supply thorn at OO cents per pennyweight. 
He ndmittc<I baTinn ordered oheap watcbcsfor 
"the Clhineso trade," but said these woro to b& 
of silver. 

Further ovidonco was produced to show that 
"gold " watches were bought wholeanle at from 
?o lo §!) each. Tho karatago mark on some 
jewelry was no indication whatever of the 
grade of gold. Bona fide English goods bora 
the Hair mark, whtlo those of Canadian or- 
American manufacture— if tlie rlcrht article — 
bore the mnker's nnnio, as a guarnntee that the i 
karntngc marked was correct. Articles simply 
bearing a karatago mark w-cro not reliable. 

Tho defence denied that tho goods woro sold ' 
under false pretences, and, in proof of this, 
produced ono of tho " gold " watches 
which had been .sold as I8k, and afterwards re- 
turned by tho cuatoraor. 

C. K. Redfern was examined by Mr. Fell, 
and said that watches of tho class produced, if 
18k gold, would bo worth from $'23 to ?100, ao- 
cordlnK to tho movements. Kings such as . 
those produced would bo worth. If 181c, from $L . 
to 91.05 per pennyweight. It was not tho cu»- . 
torn of the trade to sell llllcd watches as gold. 
Tho simple llgnres Hk or 18k had no meaning 
practically. Several lllled rings were put in 
and described by wilnoes, who said that no 
respectable trader would sell thcni ns purQ 
gold. 

His Lordship f^nvc a decree for SSi.OI, and, in 
doing so, said he did not believe for a moment 
that the Cefendanls did n.jt know exactly the 
class of goods they w ero receiving, and tho 
plaintiirs the clasa of goods they wore supply- - 
Ing, Tho ousloin of tiio trade, aa described by 
some of tho wilnossea, was highly misleading,., 
if not dishonest, to tho public; but dealers ' 
themsolvos understood it well. Kach piwl^r 
woro ordered to.pay their own costs, and Ble 
Matthew thought it a ehamo that the time of 
the court should h^va been taken up in tho 
hearing of such a case.

It is understood that the promoters of 
the Victoria and Sydney Railway are 
asking that the city and province cncourugo 
fclio building of the lino by guaranteeing four 
per cent, interest on two hundred tliousand 
doUara for a term of years. The proposed 
railway would extend from Victoria to 
Sydney, a point in tho North Saanioh dis- 
trict, a total distaDoe of about twenty miles. 
The road would furnish the Saanich penin- 
sula with that cheap transportation which 
IS so necessary to develop its agricultural 
capabilities. It is, besides, the intention 

: of the promoters to operate ^steamers to 
trade with the islands of the Gulf, to run 

■ to New Westminster and Fraser river points, 
and to make rapid connection between 
Sydney and Blaine on the Canadian side of 
the international boundary. This service 
would really meet the demand that exists 
for more rapid connection with mainland 
points, it would aho attract to Yiotoria a 
considerable trade from the Gulf and Delta, 
and aid in the agricultural development of 
tlie rich Saanich peninsula. The nniount of 
guarantee asUod for is a modest sum com- 
pared with other similar requests, and it is 

: expected that both the province and tho 
city will see their way clear to grunt the 
xei^uirod asaiatanoe. 

WHAT DID HE MEAN? 

A good deal haa been said about the 
.peroration of the Budget Speech. It is sup- 
posed by many to indicate a ohan£;o in the 
financial policy of the Dominion. It is 
carefully worded, and while it may mean a 
great deal, it commits the Government to 
nothing. After having shown that there is 
en almost unlimited demand for the pro- 
duce of Canadian farms in Great Britain, 
.and having reminded his hearers that tho 
Britisli market is free as well as extensive, 
itho Finance Minister went on to say i 

" So, sir, I say we may face towards the 
old country and for our varied produots, ex- 
ploit those markets whioh are 'sure to prove 
profitable from their constant and indeed 
growing demands. And it nsay also be 
that, in the near future, considering this 
war of tariCfd, which is taking place, the 
'wide world over considering the diacrim- 
inatiog benefits which are given by some 
■ countries and denied by others, it may bo 
worth while that the careful and thought- 
ful attention of the Government be directed 
as to whether or not the time is not ap- 
proaching, if it is not near at hand, 
wlien it will be the duty of this 
Government to hold out the hand 
of help to one that helps us 
to pay favor with favor, and interest with 
interest, and to give the best treatment in 
our markets to those countries which all'ord 
to us the best treatment in their markets." 

It is supposed l)y some that the Finance 
"Minister wished it to be underslootl that 
the Government is prepared, if it gets any 
■encouragement from Great Britain, to ini- 
tiate a'policy of mutually preferential du- 
< ties between Canada and the Mother Coun- 
»try. This is the policy which Sir Charles 
"Tuppcr is now advocating in Great Britain. 
Whether ho cun prevail upon any promiu- 
out British statoEnieu to adopt his views 
and advocate the policy which he favors, 
remains to be seen. It may be that the 
passage from the Finance Minister's speech, 
which we have quoted, is intended to show 
Eritiah public men that Sir Charles Tuppor 
is not alone in tho advocacy of this jiulicy, 
:but that he has at his back the Parliament 
, And the people of tho Dominion, 



«' WILL HE NO COME HA GK AGAIN." 

Seeing the Liberal parly drifliiig like a 
shij) without a navigator, both its friends 
fl.nd its opponents are asking what can be 
done to save it from being hopelessly 
; -wrecked. Many naturally look to Mr. 
Blake to come to tho rescue. He is, tliey 
aay, a man of great aljility and of high 
principle, if he take the helm he could steer 
•the ship anfely into some port. Wo conse- 
quently hear rumors that Mr. Blake is will- 
ing again to enter public life, and even tiio 
coQstituency which ho is to represent is 
named. 

But it is by no moans certain that there 
is any foundation for these rumors. The 
faith of the Liberal party as a whole in Mr. 
Blake is considerably shaken. His success, 
while he did occupy a leading place in its 

'Maks, was not so pronounced as to cause its 
tnembers to bo greatly deliglited or encour- 
aged ut tho prospect of his return to public 
life. Hp has not, in tho different positions 
lie has occupied, evinced any great aptitude 
either for parliamentary work or political 
life. Liberals are all agreed that ho is a 
wonderfully clever man, and they respect 
liim accordingly. But there are very few 

; who are ready to throw up their hats and 
cheer for him, or are eager to fight for him 
through thick and thin. This is not be- 
cause he is cold and distant in 
iiis manner, for I'arnell was unsociable 
and almost repoUant, yet he was outhus- 
iastically followed by men of all ranks and 
conditions in Parliament and out of Parlia- 
ment. Tho faith ot his followers in him 
was almost unbounded, and their attach- 
ment was both deep and constant. But 
JSIr. Blalcc does not possess the secret of 
attacliiug men to him and of getting them 
to believe in him, no matter what course ho 



may see fit to pursue. The Liberal Party 
was neither united nor enthuaiastio while 
he was its leader, and he was as far from 
success when ho gave up the leadership as 
when ho accepted it. 

Having neither personal mai;notiam nor 
the prestige of Buoceas, it is not at all likely 
that if he did take Mr. Laurier's place, be 
would bo, as a leader of his party, even as 
successful as that amiable and accom- 
plished gentleman has been. It is the con- 
viction of many Liberals and many who are 
not Liberals, that Mr. Blake is not quali- 
fied to succeed in the political arena. It is 
^vell known that great lawyers do not often 
make great statesmen. And it does appear 
that the very talents which have won for 
Mr. Blake a high place at tlio bar, have 
prevented his succeeding on tho platform 
and in the House of Commons. 

Besides, what would Mr. Bloke's policy 
be, if he were again placed at the head of 
tlie Liberal party? He repudiated the 
policy of unrestricted reciprocity, and no 
one has heard that lie is prepared with 
another to put in its-place, 

THURSDA Y'S DISASTER. 

Is it right to say that the street cars can- 
not be run without killing and injuring men, 
women and children ? Arc such accidents 

as happened on Douglas street, on Thurs- 
day, unavoidable '.' Was such an incident 
an accident at .".II, in the proper sense of the 
wortl ? 

If the tramway company took proper pre- 
cautions, if its first object in making its ar- 
rangenients was to prevent danger to life 
and limb, if tho motorneers and conductorB 
were as watchful and as careful as they could 
be, and ought to be, would not loss of life, 
either by those who use the cars or those 
who are on tho streets on which they run, 
be an impossibility, or the next thing to an 
impossibility ? It seems to us that the an - 
swer to this (]ue3tion should be an affirma- 
tive one. 

It should bo the great aim of the com- 
pany and its employes to reduce the danger 
to the {lublic to a minimum. Nothing 
should bo allowed to stand in the way of the 
safety of the public. If running ten miles 
an hour is dangerous, the speed sliould be 
reduced to the point of perfect safety. The 
employes should know that if, in order to 
save time, they ran any 'iak of injuring 
man, woman or child, they made themselves 
liable to instant dismissal. The lives of 
thoughtless children should be es- 
pecially precious in the sight of 
tho tramway employes. They should 
under no consideration allow them 
to be expoaed to danger. No matter how 
much in fault they may be, and no matter 
what foolhardincss they may bo guilty of, 
the utmost regard must be paid to their 
safety. The delay of !a car for a minute or 
two is not worth a moment's cooaideration 
when the life of a human being is endan- 
gered by proceeding. There must bo im- 
munity from disaster as far as human fore- 
sight and watchfulness and care can secure 
that immunity. 

The tramway company must be made to- 
understand that the public will not tolerate 
want of care in matters in which tho safety 
of passengers and of persons on the street 
is concerned. Tho verdict of tho Coroner's 
jury very properly, as wo think, says that 
ten miles an hour is too high a rate of speed 
to run with safety. So in some cases is five 
or six. In this the jury agrees with tho 
great majority of citizens. Tho opinion is 
frequently expressed that the cur.^i run too 
fast, and at night, particularly, the way 
they rush along the streets is positively 
alarming. We liive no way of estimating 
tho rate of a tramway car's speed, but 
we are very greatly mistaken if the 
Fort street car does not at night 
run at a speed very ^.onaijerahly 
above ten miles an hour. That 
accidents have not taken place must have 
been because the streets were, at those 
hoars, deserted. Had any one been killed 
or maimed hy tho cars as they rushed along, 
tho disaster certainly could not he said to be 
unavoidable. 

We truat that the Tramway Company 
will take every precaution, and adopt every 
contrivance to ensure the safety of the pub- 
lic, and not rest satisfied until the danger, 
both to those on the cars and those on the 
streets is reduced to the lowest possible 
point, and that a street-car accident will 
become so rare in Victoria that it' will 
bs a seven days' wonder. 

.1 CANADIAN VIt!)V. 

The Montreal Witness, in commenting 
upon the utterance of the Ijondon Times, 
which] we quoted yesterday, expresses its 
opinion of the commercial and other rela- 
tions between Great Britain and Canada, 
with great frankness and plainness. It 
does not mince matters for fear of offending 
tho men in power, or the men out of pov/er. 
Speaking of the disinclination of the inhab- 
itants of the thirteen colonies to boar their 
fair share of the expenses of government, 
and of their selfishness and unreasonable- 
ness in expecting tho Mother Country to 
protect Iheni from foes at home and abroad, 
on land and on sea, it goes on to say : 

" Cauada is acting somewhat tho same 
mean part. Great 13ritain is expected to 
give freely, without money and without 
price, tho use of her navy and of her diplo- 
matic service fur the purpose of guarding 
the rights of Canadians. Not one cent 
does Canada contribute to tho support of 
the navy or the diplomatic service. But 
Cantida is still more of an ingrate. While 
dependent upon tlie !Motl\cr Country for 
protection, and while culling ujjon lier to 
defend her rights, which Fiigla.T(l has, cer- 
tainly, willingly 'ind boldly ilon(! in this in- 
stance, Canada claims tho right, and exer- 
cise.') it, too, of treating theilolher Country 
aa if it were a foreign notion, with no claims 
whatever. As a matter of fact, the imports 
from Great Britain are more licavily taxed 
in proportion to their value than tliose of 
the United States, which, in the Times' 
words, we treat as a ' oommerolal enemy.' " 

The anomaly to whioh the Witness directs 
attention excites the wonder of all foreign 



nations, the United States among tho num- 
ber. Tho intelligent United States' citizen, 
who knows how little the colonies give for 
tho protection they enjoy, is surprisod when 
he sees tho confidence with whioh they turn 
to the Mother Country for aid, moral and 
material, whtmover they have a ,f difficulty 
with a foreign nation. The "generosity of 
Great Britain amazes him. Ho cannot boo 
why she does not tell them to settle their 
own disputes as boat they can, without 
dragging her into their dilRoulties. There 
aro people in Grout Brituiii, as wo have 
seen, who are taking this view of the mat- 
ter, and, knowing this, the Witness Tery 
pertinently, as wo think, asks : "Is it not 
timo that Canada was considering this 
whole question of her depeudenco upon tho 
Mother Country, with a view to paying her 
own way, or recognizing in aomo w.iy the 
return she owes to i'higland ?"

Hon. Mk. Kodsok said he thought it

Mk. Buowk Toported from tire Select 
•coratn&tteo to enquire into tlie circumstances 
'Connected witih the refusal of the aijplicii- 
tion "of the Dishop of Now Westiminster to 
''purchase a pi«co of crown land in the suli- 
'urbflB hloGK XII., New Westminster city. 
The report was simply a sunraiary of the 
•evidence. 

HELSON aan) roBi shibppabb bailw^. 
TheHocae went into Gomsnittee of the 
AVhole oufan nob to aatliorhie tho granti nj; 
■of a certain land subsidy for jind'ta iid 
■ of the Nelson and Fort Sheppard railway, 
Mr. Keith in the chrir. 

An ojfort was iniule to strike -out tho 
• clause grantioK immunity from taxation to 
tho company for ten yoara, Mr. BJoKonzio 
and Mr. Semlin -arguing against the prin- 
ciple. 

Mi{. Grant -flsfended tho principle of 
giving land grants to derelop tlw province 
and 6f freeing the aiuno from tAsatiou for a 
liniited period.

'Hon. Mr.. BEAvi'y rose to a question of 
'privilege. Ho was reported -as speaking in 
' opposition to tho Liquor License Amend- 
ment Bill introduced by Mr. Nason. He 
>. (Mr. Bcav>oil) had never had an opportunity 
; of saying «<word. He hoped the error would 
''he oorreeted. He had voted against tho 
' : second reading of the bill to amend the 
, Liquor License kw, but \risbed to say that, 
he was aot satisfied with the law-as at 
present. He -was ' informed, whether cor 
reotly or incorrectly, that the saloons in tin 
suburbs of 'Victoria did a rushing boBincss 
. on Sundojrs. 

Hofr. Mr.'DA'VIE -said that, no matter 
what his own views on the subject wore, he 
could state, that so long as tho present law 
was on the stiituto books, it would be on- 
forced as fur as tho limited strength in 
numbers of tho Provincial police would 
pernut. Ho (Mr. Davie) would do his 
utmoat^to see tho law enforced, andtliouglit 
the hon. leader of the Opposition was badly 
informed as to the facts of the eide, or 
alleged Bale, of liquor in suburban saloons. 
He (Mr. Duvio) had only been informed of 
two breaches of tho law, and in each case 
infommtiou had been laid. 

Tin; MINHHAI, ACT. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Mineral Act, Mr. Booth in 
tho chair. 

Mr. Jip.i.LlE ol)jeoted to the legislation as 
ill-advised and ill-considered. He moved 
that the committeo rise. 

Coil. 'Baker considered that the provi- 
sions d the bill were in the interests of the 
mining eommnnity. He had been urged hy 
his constituents to have some of these 
amendments put-'itt the Act, a&d he was 
sure the Mining Committee of the House 
had fully considered the matter, or they 
' would not have reported the bill as pre- 
sented. 

After remarks by Hon. Mr. Davie, 
Mr. SMJTir stated that when the bill was 
before the Mining committee, tlie fullest 
evidenoe was taken and tho most careful 
consideration given to every amendment 
proposed. He thought tho bill could not 
be much improved upon. Tho committee 
had been unanimous in its report to the 
House. 

Mr. Kklue thought there were some 
good clauses in the bill, but there were 
other clauses which would paralyze pros- 
pecting and put a ilamper on the work. 
After some further discussion, 
Hon. Mh. Roiison announced that His 
Honor, the Liout.-(ioveruor, was in atten- 
dance. He moved that tho committee 
rise. 

UIU£ ASSENTED TO. 

His Honor, the Lieut. -Governor, being 
in attendance, was pleased to assent, in the 
name of Her Majesty, to the following bills, 
viz. :

Land Subsidy hill (No, 7-1). 

Tin: .MINEliAL ACT. 

The House went into conunittee of the 
whole again on the Mineral Act, Mr. Hoolli 
in the chair. 

There was considerable discussion on 
clause 10 of the bill, which proposed to 
amend clause 2C of the Minerals 
Act, 1891, so as to read as 
follows : " No free miner bIhiII 
be entitled to bold cither in liis own name 
or in the name of any other person, more 
than one mineral claim on tho same vein or 
lode, except by purchase, but a free miner 
shall be entitled to locate and record addi'' 
tional claims on separate veins or lodes, in 
each mining division, provided, always, 
that he shall obtain and record a certificate 
of work for each prior locatcd-claim in such 
mining division before locating another 
claim. 

Mr. Kki.v.ik led tho discussion against 
the anieudmtnt M'ldcli he claimed would 
tend to keep the country from being 
developed. Ho rcconinicnded that the law 
be left us at present. 

After a protracted debate tho clause was 
carried. 

Tiie various clauses of the bill passed and 
tho committee rose reporting it uoniplctc 
with amendments.

The Highways Bill was read a third time 
and passed.

Mr. KiTciii-.N asked M r. ;Spea!cer to rule 
whether tho l'.i.ct tluit tlio motion to adopt 
the report of tlio Commit tee of t!ie W'liolc 
on tho Gauic Bill was negatived, would kill 
the bill.

TANCO0VEB SnOBT LINE BAILWAY. 

Ihe House wont into Committee of the 



Whole on the act to ame nd tho Vancouver 
and Westminster aharb liuo railway bill, 
Mr. Croft in tho chair. 

Hon. Mr. Uavii: r,roposed an amendment 
restricting tho railway to the use of Hteam 
for operating tha road. 'J'his was, ho ex- 
plained, to conp.no the promoters of this 
bill to their ex'^jress promises mado before 
tho Private Bi'.is Committee. 

Mli. Brow>.{ objected. Ho said it did not 
make any di'deronce to this House whether 
the railway was run by steam or anything 
else. 

Hon. Hi-., Davie said that had ho not 
knowi". e'l tjhe reputation of tho hon. geutle- 
nian Now Westminster as u church- 

goer, etc. , ho would bo compelled to put 
hiro (Mr. Brown) down as a more 
tricbjtex, but , tho circunistaucoa being 
as they are, he (Mr. 'Davie) would assume 
th*t t'ae member for Westminster vms a tool 
in tha hands of the tricksters. Ho proceeded 
te go into details of the bill to prove tliat 
tiier.e was some triotory going on, and the

Tho aohooner Sea Lion had a peculiar ex- 
perience tho day before leaving Clayoquot 
for the North. She found herself drifting 
fast into shore, though seemingly lirinly 
seeured by good anchors. Chain.s were at 
once hauled and sail ."lot, and it was dis- 
covered that a large 'MO lb. anchor was at- 
tached to one of the links of her own anchor. 
Its appearance showed that it had been in 
the water for about two years. 

Tho day before tho Oscar and Hattie 
reached Clayotjuot two of her crew luid au 
expeHencc that they will not forget for a 
long time. One seal had been caught early 
in the morninj;, and at about lu o'clock a 
hunter and boat puller noticed two heads 
about twenty yards in front of them. 
Thinking that they were seal, for the foR 
made their forms rather dim, the hunter 
fired a shot, and his shot was followed by a 
yell of agony from oneof the anin.als, which 
.at once made for the boot. The men sud- 
denly became aware that a large female 
walrus was coming towards thorn, and she 
grasped the side of tho boat with her power- 
ful tusks, and attempted to turn it over. 
The men, however, fought well, and in a 
few niinuteB tlie beast was beaten off with 
oar blades and puddles. Tho male walrus 
had undoubtedly been killed by tho shot, 
but the fritrbtened seamen were only too 
glad to get away without returning for its 
skin and tusks. 

When the Mystery arrived in Clayoiiuot 
on the (ith inst. she had with her some eases 
of whiskey for the various schooners in liar. 
Lor, and an hour after she roiiched port a 
regular jubilee was started by tho crews of 
three of the vessels. Free lights were waged 
during the whole of the day on all of them, 
and several men were buUly hurt, two be- 
ing disfigured for life, brutally bitten on 
the face, during the scaUiing. No less than 
four small boats were overturned in the 
harbor durini: the day, their occupants, all 
drunk, being just saved from death by the 
prompt return of several hunters, who 
formed themselves into a look-out orew for 
such aduniities. One boatload, containing 
five men, capsized with all sail on, two ot 
theni beiiiL: sucked under the bout and en- 
tunglcd in the rigging. It was only by i\ 
great deal of hard work that they were 
saved. Needless to state that all par- 
Lies were drunk. 

The new schooner I'awn, at anchor in 
Port San ,Iuaii, lias been out sealing for 
three days, but, owing to the heavy weatlier 
off the coast, was compelled to put back, 
without launching a single boat. When she 
leaves Imrbnr, next week, she will go north. 

Several of the schooners have received in- 
structions from their owners to leave at once 
for tho north, aiul to keep us far out of 
aight as possible. 

The AUie Alger, ain! er ship to tho Henry 
Dennis, accompanied hor up tho coast. It 
is reported that she has m.ado for the Rus- 
sian side, where she- will seal during the 
summer. 

Many of the captains of the seliooners 
now on the coast, who were seen by a Col- 
onist representative, wore much disturbed 
over tho late "warning," until they enquir- 
ed further into the matter. Two of them, 
who lately visited Victoria, being under the 
impression that, if they had the notice serv- 
ed on them, they could not enter liehring 
Sea, kept their presence here in dark and 
solenui concealment, and confessed that a 
load WHS taken from their miuds when they 
were safe on their way back again to Clay- 
oquot, without having been the recipients of 
the "goblin mandate." 

The little schoonor Minnie, anew venture 
this year, is exciting a good deal of wonder 
in the minds of the other sealers. She ia 
tho smallcHt vessel ever known to have been 
■engaged in the work, and is merely a Hat 
box, put together in a very shaky manner. 
Sho has captured 30 seals up to the present 
time, and seems to bo doing well, without 
having had any very narrow escapes. 

Every schooner that has been iu Clayo- 
quot Harbor, in the lust two weeks, has 
dragged her anchor, tlie heavy swell being 
acemingly irresistubic. On tho 4th inst,, 
tho Roslo Olseu parted her holding ground 
and 8WUU'.4 into tho Sea Lion, completely 
locking tho vcssqIs one within the other. 
Thoy wore got apart with a good deal of 
.difiioulty. 

The vessels are nearly all exceptionally 
well manned this year, moro especially as 
far as regards tho liunlerH, and, no doubt, 
the result will be a high average catch for 
the season, which, dosnito bad weather and 
. many other drawbacks, 'boa started so 
favorably. . 



THE CHUllCll IN AMERICA. 

CoTrespondeuce Between • tho Pope ami Cai- 

dlnal (ilbbous. 

Baltimore, April 8. — Tho Catholic 
Mirror of this week will contain correspond- 
once between Cardinal Gibbons and tho 
Pope. In his letter, tho Cardinal wrote : 
" Wo need hardly say how much light your 
holiness* recent enoyolioal letter has thrown 
on social questions, closely connected with 
the good of religion, since its wisdom has 
been apparent oveti co many who are not of 
llie faith. However, if we are not mistaken, 
it would seem that several things were 
especially written for the good of thTs coun- 
try, and for this reason have been 
productive of much fruit among us. 
There was yet another matter which we 
recogni/.ed with no less pleasure, a ground- 
less tear had taken possession of many 
minds lest what was being commonly cal- 
culated about National Bishops, without 
any foundation whatever, shinild bo re- 
duced to practice. We diil all in our pow- 
er to dispel this idle apprehension, especial- 
ly when we saw the matter bitterly discussed 
by the public press, and looked upon with 
disfavor hy tho (lovermnent. Our words 
remain, however, of no avail, until tho 
voice of your Holiness was heard. That 
put an end to all discussion, and manifested 
to our Oovernmeut tho wisdom and pru- 
dence with which Catholic afl'airs are 
handb'd by your Holiness." 

The answer of the Pope contained the 
following: " We rejoice imleed that you 
esteeiu the care which we have bestowed 
upon your dioceses. The seutiiuonts of 
gratitude which your letter expresses, have 
for us no small comfort. Your devotion in- 
creases our desire to incline our good will 
daily nunc and more towards you and your 
dock, aiul tlius to draw closer those bonds 
of charily and f litli whinh give such great 
strength and glory to the church. It ia 
most agreeable to us to know that your 
prayers are offered to (iod for us, for no- 
thing is better suited to the dillieulty of the 
times in which we live. With a like feel- 
ing of charity, therefore, we on our part 
implore an abuudanco of Heavenly graces 
for you, and as an earnest ot them, we im- 
part permanently in the Lord to you the 
loved Son, and to your brethem and to the 
episcopate of the United States, as well us 
to the clergy and faithful committed to 
your watchfulness the apostolic benedic- 
tion."

Terrilie Weatiier Prevents tliO Vessel 
Effeetine: a Landingf at Several 
Important Points- 



The Dominion steamer Quadra is back 
again from the Weat Coast, with informa- 
tion to the elToct that she could obtain no 
news of any wrecks whatever on tho North- 
west coast of tho island, that tho weather 
was so rough that it was tho hardest matter 
in tho world for a largo steamer to make 
full and satisfactory enquiries, and that 
ery little trace of any orediblo evidence in 
favor of the theory of there having been 
any wrecks was elicited. Immediately on 
arrival of tho vessel at the Custom House 
wharf, Captain Gaudin was seen by a 
C(ii.0Nl.ST repreaentativo. His statement is 
given below. It tolls in full what success 
ho met with, tliough not disorcditing the 
faots ascertained in the special trip under- 
taken for this paper, along the same route, 
in canoes. In ono ease, that of tbe tiluadra. 
Captain Gaudin acknowledges that it was 
moat diliioult to oll'ect a landing at the 
proper points, aud that at several places ho 
had to abandon the attempt. In the other, 
a good part of tho journey wua covered on 
shore, and never at any period of tho trip 
up was tho Colonist representative half a 
mile from land. His enquiries were made 
nt fourteen points, and tho Quadra's at 
only four. 

Captain Gaudin said : " We loft Victoria 
at 5 a.m. on Sunday, April 4, and met with 
strong westerly winds, stopping olF Car- 
ma-aah lighthouse and delivering some pri- 
vate letters and papers to the keeper. We 
then went on, and passed the sealing 
schooner Mermaid off Port San Juan. At 
duak we saw a aehoonor coining out of Clay- 
oquot, aud at daylight on Monday morning 
we arrived at Kyuquot. I interviewed the 
Roman Catholic priest at that place. He 
gave ua informatiou to the effect that an In- 
dian from Quatsino, who had recently vis- 
ited him, had reported a ship on shore be- 
tween Quatsino and San Josef bay, but no 
tidings of any scliooner wrecked near Capo 
Cook had arrived. In Kyu(|Uot the schoon- 
ers Beatrice (l.'iO skins), Kate (l.SS akina) 
and Henrietta (no aUins) ■.vere lying at an- 
chor. After leaving tliere we met with a hard 
aouth-cast gale, with tliiek, rainy weather. 
We passed as near to Cape Cook aa possible, 
but could not make out anything on shore. 
We arrived at Quatsino at ;! p.m., but tbe 
weather was so bud that it was impossible 
to communicate with the shore, so wo got 
underway next morning. The wind had 
then changed to a galo from the northwest, 
with violent snow squalls. We found tlio 
Indian village deserted, but met some Fort 
Rupert Indians, who did not know 
of any wreck in tho neighborhood. From 
this the Quadra went on to Koakumo 
and Kapriuo villages to find tho Indians 
spoken of by tbe priest at Kyuquot, but we 
found botli villages deserted. Immediately 
after this we made our way to tho Winter 
village in a blinding snow storm, and found 
the Indians there, but none of them would 
acknowledge that they had receucly been to 
Kyuquot, although tho priest had declared 
ot ierwise, nor that they knew anything of 
any wreck on the coast. On further en- 
quiry, they aaaerted that if there hid been 
any wreck they -.vould be sure to know of 
it, us some of their tillicums were constant 
ly going to and fro. We made an attempt 
to go up the coast further, but meeting with 
strong westerly gales, snow and rough seas, 
we steamed back to North Harbor for the 
night. On Wedncaduy morning there waa 
six inches of snow on the deck, and it was 
atill falling at 7 o'clock. At that time we 
left North Harbor and proceeded slowly up 
the coast until the weather cleared up. To 
tho north-east of Cupe Palmerston I saw a 
large quantity of new drift wood on th 
beach, and SBttt tt boat to investigate. The 
boat could not land on account of the surf, 
but the mate reported that it was only the 
ordinary drift wood, and there was nothing 
to indicate that there was any manufacturecl 
timber lying about. We steamed rouud 
San Josef Bay without success, and could 
not effect a lauding. We then anchored at 
the mouth of Sea Otter Covo, and visiting 
the only hut there, found a quantity of seal 
meat, which proved that tho place had been 
lately occupied, the aahea in the hut being 
fresh. The vessel then proceeded as close 
inshore us possible up to eight 
miles to the eastward of Cape iSeott, 
seeing nothing to lead one to believe that 
there had been any wreck of any ilescrip 
tion on this part of the coast, but being 
unable to proaeoute enciuirie.s on shore. 
Ha<l any accident of the kind ficcurreil the 
Indians would have known something abuut 
it. Had it occurred near Cape Cook, the 
people would have found their way to 
Kyuquot, or if near Cajic Scott they would 
have been Iieunl of from llie north part of 
tlio Island. After eoiiHidcration 1 deter 
mined not to conliniu; tbe search, am 
pointed the steamer's lieiul for lio.nc. 

"At North Ifiirbor, (.Utatsiiio, th( 
schooiiera Minnie, with .'!() skins, and the 
Ainoke with no skins, were left in port. 
Wo met the N.W. winds aud fine weather 
on the passage homo, and stopped at Cape 
Ucale on finding that tbe revolving gear was 
out of order. Tho engineer could not com 
plete the repairs that evening, so we 
anchored in Bamfield Creek for tho night. 
He completed tiie repairs ut 10 a.m. on 
Thursday, and wo headed for homo, en- 
countering atrciiig S.E. wind and rain all 
the way up tbe Straits. 

" We went 10 miles north of Cape Scott 
on our search, but here, too, the weather 
was too rough to allow of 
making a landing. We only landed 
four points — Cape Palmerston, I'uatsi 
Inlet, Kyuijuot and .Sea Otter Cove. At 
the places where wo got aalioro, we found 
the liulians decamped, and the few wo saw, 
professed entire ignorance of any wrecks. 
We liad no Indians aboard wiLli us to help 
ua make our en(|uirie3. 1 ascertaineil, at 
ono jjeriod of the trip, that there had been 
a l)ig feud between the Quiitaino and Kyii 
(|Uot Indians, over tho accidental shooting 
of a M'oman belonging to tho latter tribe, at 
a big potlaoh. Whether tlio Indians 
thought wo were making enquiries to punish 
them for this, or not, I don't know. Any^ 
how you will notice that they told a delib 
orate untruth when they stated that they 
had not been near Quatsino. Tiio priest I 
aaw, told me distinctly, that they had. 
We had a very dreary uneventful trip, with 
nothing whatever of interest to enliven it."
